ASIA. 


The length to which the interesting Parliamentary Debates on the 
Bank Question extended in our recent Numbers, occasioned a temporary 
interraption in our general Asiatic Inielligenee ;—and this, in its tarn, ob- 
lices us to defer till to-morrow our notices of general European News, do- 
mestic and foreign, which have been prepered for some days past, but 
yielded to the greater claims of other topics. To-morrow, however, we shall 
have some interesting Kuropean subjects: and desiring the indulgence of 
our Friends, in such instances as we may appear not to study their gra- 
tification by varicty, we proceed to notice the Asiatic information that has 
reached us thro’ various channels. 


Neemuteh.— Ax many of our readers may be gratified by knowing some- 
thing of the climate, &c. of Neemutch, now.a cuntonment of the Bengal 
Army, We have the pleasure to make known the following particalars, which 
a Friend has favored as with, in a Letter dated from Neematch, Sept. 12, 
1819:— 

The hot winds set in here, much about the game period as in our own 
provinces, bat do not blow before 9 or 10 4. M. and subsides with the sun, 
atier which it becomes cool and pleasant; the nights:during this season are 
invariably so, 

The rains, or more properly the monsoon, sets in rather early; as there 
was some heavy rain this year in June; the weather during this season is 
not only cool bat often cold; The thermometer has been under 70° and as 
Jow I believe as 68°, and a blanket at night is fonnd to be comfortable. This 
year there has not been so much rain as last; but we have had a constant 
succession of gales of wind. The thermometer I have observed most fre- 
quently in the mornings, it is generally about 78° antil 9, or sometimes 10 
o'clock; when it increases till noon, and mounts as hizh or bigher than 86, 
but this seldom, as the sua bas been litile seen since the early part of July, 
but it falls always alter sun-set, to I fancy about 79° and must be lower at 
night. 

The cold weather is neither so cold nor so Jong as in our own provinces, 
(about Cawnpore) ; and somctimes at noon, it is unpleasantly warm. 


With respect to sickness, there was a great deal last year in the Force: 
@ bad bilions-fever, I believe to he the chicf complaint. Guinea-worm has 
been experienced to a great excess jn two corps; a third, I am led to be- 
lieve, has not had one case. 


Grain has been cheaper this year than last, and much cheaper than 
it has been in Our own provinces: and I have no doubt will be more so eve- 
ry year, as the population is by no means equal to the oullivaiion ; and ex- 
portation will mot, I should think, enable the merchanis to raise the piice 
mach onus. 


With regard to supplies, Baroda is not a creat distance from as, and 
whea the road from that place to Dhoongurpoor and Ratlam, becomes per- 
fectly cafe, which I atu ineiined to think it will this eold weather, we shall 
have our supplics mach fresher avd much chcaper than we can have them 
from any point of our oWn provinces. All supplies are sent from Bombay, 
by water to Baroda, which latter place is about 140 coss from hence. There 
appeared last year, a constant thorough-fare with Guzerat, traders Lringing 
‘eocoanuts and rice, aod taking back the dye aul. 


Horses have not yet made their appearances in any number; those 
which we have seen, are superior in bloed and temper, io those which are 
‘ealied country horses, in our own provinces, and I uadersiand that they 
are cheaper by comparison. 


Muitva.— We have received Letters from this station. dated September 
24th, which state, thatthe Pinddrries ate reported to have made their ap- 
pearance in rather laige bodies, ia Guzerat. The Madras Cavalry, itis added, 
‘were already jn persuit of ihem, aad a Squadron or two of the 3rd Benga! 
Cavalry were expecied to move from Neematch, to join in the same service. 


There bad been heavy rains, almost without iatermission from the 14th 
of August until the equinox; since @hich, a marked change had taken place, 
and every thing betokened a cessation of rain for the season. The greatest 
benefits, it is added, bad been derived from the beavy fall, and all wore an 
aspect of prosperity. 

Another Correspondent says, we have had very constant and heavy falls 
of rein till within the last two days, when the weather has shewn some sigue 
of amendment. There must have been much rain also below us, as ibe 
Dawks continue to arrive at very irregular jutervals, and the Letters are 
almost obliterated by dirt and water. The people have been rather healthy 
on the whole. The cases of Cholera have been very rare, and have latterly 
disappeared altegether. This being the season in which the relicf of the 
’ vmy usually begins, we are deluged, as might be expecied with reports 
about inarching, which vary according tv the wishes of the narrator.

A Detachment of His Majesty’s 69th Foot arrived here on the 2!et, but 


have since proved very sickly, and yesterday 130 men were in the bospital. 


On Thursday the 10th, His Highness the Nawaab of Bengal, gave the 


usual entertainments at ibe Palace at Moorshedabad, to the Civil and Mili- 
tary Gentlemen of the station, on the Festival of the Bebra. 
was fair, and there being little wind, it was peculiarly favorable for the 
illamination and fireworks.

At 10 Pp. m. the signal was made by a gun from the Palace, and repeat- 
Tn an in 


was covered with ianamerable lights on small pieces of the plantain tree. 
The Behra woved majestically down with the current, and op coming 


opposite to the Palace, a splendid display of fireworks took place on both 
shores of the river. Ji formed a square of about eighty fathoms, consisting 
of a centre building, surrounded by a wail with a door-way in each face, 


and tarrets at the corners, on which men were stationed burning sulphur 
lights. The intermediate space on each face was filled by mohur-punkees, 
the whole brilliantly iiiuminated in variegated colours, chiefly greeo and 
yellow, which, irom the stillness of this evening, had a very pleasing effect. 


Previous to the approach of the Bebra, the company were entertained 
with Nantches, and after it passed the Palace, sat down to an excellent 
supper, at which His Highness the Nawaub presided. 


Piteairn’s Island.—The intertest which was recently so strongly and so 
generally evinced throughout the Society here, on the subject of the present 
race of Islanders who ivhabit this spot, inducts us to believe that the follow- 
ing communicatien from a late Number of the Sydney Gazette, which has 
reached this Settlement, wiil not be unacceptable to them, minute as some 
of the details of names and progeny are. There is one circumstance at 
least that will be read with pleasure, namely, that of their having sent away 
from the Island the Stili by which they procared spirituous liquors, as the 
cause of much mischief among them; which they had the good sense to per- 
ceive, and the resolution to obviate, by a removal of the means of its further 
supply. The account from the Sydney Gazette is as follows :— 


* We have beretofore inserted an account of the mutineers of the Boun- 
ty having landed on Pitcairn’s Island, where many of their descendants, 
from a number of women whom they took away from Otabeite, then re- 
mained. By the last arrival from the Society Islands, a gentleman of Syd- 
ny receives the following very recent account on this regretted subject.’ 


“ The following account I have jast received from a Taheitan woman, 
who was the wife of Isaac Madden, one of the mutineers, She has 
been apparently a good looking woman in her time, but now beging 
to bear the marks of age. She is marked on the leftarm A S—1780, 
which was done by Adam Smith, to whom she attached herself at first, and 
sailed with him both before and after the ship was taken. She has lately 
ar:ived bither in the King George, from Nugahiva, at which place she was 
left by an American ship. the Captain of which took ber from Pitcaira’s 
Island to the Spanish main, and afterwards left her at Nugahiva. She bas 
resided at Nagahiva about three moaths, and it is more than double that 
time since she leli Pitcaum’s Leland, P 
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When Fletcher Christian cut bis cable and left Taheite, the following 
rsons were on board the Bounty. Fletcher Christian, John Main, Bill 
M’Koy, Billy Brown, Jack Williams, Neddy Young, Isaac Madden, Matt 
or Mathew, and Adam Smith; nioe Kuropeans; Teirnua, Naia (a boy), 
and Manarii, Taheitans.—Tarara, a Raiatean, and Ober and Titahiti, Ta- 
buans.—The Taheitans’ women were Manuatua, Chridtian’s wife ; Vahinea- 
tua, Main’s wife; Teio, the wife of M’Koy, who was accompanied by her 
Jittle daughter; Sarah Teatuahirea, Brown’s wife; Paahotu, Williams’s 
wife; Terrura, Young’s wife ; Teehuteatuaonoa or Jenny, Madden’s wife ; 
before mentioned; Obuarei, Adam Smith’s wife; Tevarua, Matt's wife, 
Toofaiti, Tararo’s wife; Mareva, common to the two Taheitans; and Tina- 
forvea, common to the two Tubuans. 

Io their passage to Pitcairn’s Island they fell in with alow lagoon 
island, which they call Vivini, where they got birds’ eggs, and cocoa-nuts, 
They also passed between two mountainous islands, but the wind was so 
strong that they could not land. 


When they arrived at Pitcairn’s Island, they ran the ship ashore. Filet- 
cher Christian wanted to preserve the ship; but Matt said, ‘ No, we shall be 
discovered:’ so they burnther, The island is small; has bat one mountain, 
which is not high but flat, and fit for cultivation. They put up temporary 
bouses of the leaves of the tea, and afterwards more durable ones thatched 
with the palm, asat Taheiti. They found the bread fruit there, and all 
were busily engaged in planting yams, taro, plantains, and aute, of which 
they made cloth. The account this woman gives of their proceedings in 
this new country is very amusing to the Taheitans. Neddy Young taught 
them to distil spirits from the tea-root. They made small canoes, and 
caught many fish. They climbed the precipices of the mountain, and got 
birds and eggs in abundance. 


lo the mean time many children were born, Christian had a daughter, 
Mary, and two sons, Charley, and Friday. John Main had two children, 
Betsy and Jobo. Bill M‘Koy had Sam and Kate. Neddy Young bad no 
children by his own wife: but by Tararo, the wife of the Raiotean, he had 
three sons, George, Robert, and William. Matt has had five children, 
Matt, Jenny, Arthur, Sarah, and a young one that died when seven days 
oli, Adam Smith has Dinah, Eliza, Hannah, and George, by his wife. 
The Taheitans, &c. have left no children. Jack Williams’s wife died of a 
acropbulous disease, which broke out in her neck. The Europeans took 
the three women belonging to the natives, Toafaiti, Mareva, and Tina- 
farnea, and cast lotsfor them, and the lot falling upon Toafaiti, she was 
taken from Tararo, and given to Jack Williams. Tararo wept at parting 
with bis wife, aud was very angry. He studied revenge, but was discovered, 
and Ober and he were shot. ‘Yitahiti was put in irons for some time. and 
alt-rwards released ; when he and bis wife lived with Madden, and wrought 
for him, 

Titabiti, Niau, Teimaa, and Mavarii, still stadied revenge ; and having 
laid theic plan wheo the women were gone to the mountain for birds, ani 
the Furopeans were scattered, they shot Christian, Main, Brown, Williams, 
and Madden. Adam Smith was wounded in the hand and face, but escap- 
ed with his life. Ned Young’s life was saved by his wife; and the other 
women, and M’Koy and Matt, fled to the mountain. 


Inflamed with drinking the raw new spirit they distilled, and fired with 
jealousy, Manarii killed Teimua by firing three shots through hia body. 
The Europeans and women killed Manarii in return,—Niaa, getting a view 
of M’Koy, shotathim. Two of the women went under the pretence of 
aveing if he was killed, and made friends with him. They laid their 
plan, and at night Niau was hilled by Young. Tahceiti, the only remaining 
native mao, was dreadfully afraid of being killed; but Young took a so- 
Jemn oath that he would oot kill him. The women, however, killed bim in 
yevenge for the death of their husbands. Old Matt, ina drunken fit, de- 
elarsiag that he would kill Fletcher Christian, and all the English that remain- 
ed, was put to death in his turn. Old M’Koy, mad with drink, plunged into 
the sea and drowned himself: and Ned Young died of a disease that broke 
out in bis broast, Adam Smith therefore ie the only survivor of the Euro- 
peans. Several of the women also are dead. Obuarei and Tevarua fell 
from the precipices when getting birds. Teatuabitea died of the dropsy, 
and Vahiucataa was killed, being pierced by a goat in her bowels when 
abe waa with child. The others were still alive when the women left. 


The descendants of the Europeans, for there are no descendants of the 
natives, are very numerous, Of Christian’s family, Mary Christian remains 
unmarried, Charley Christian married Sarah, the daugMter of Teio. She 
has borne him Fletcher, Charley, and Sarah, and was with child again. Fri 
day Christian, has got Teraura, formerly the wife of Ned Young. She has 
borne him Joe, Charley, Polly, Peggy, and Mary. Ali these descendants of 
-Christian, together with Mauatna, or old Mrs. Christian, yet survive, John 
Main was killed by falling from the rocks. Betsey Main is the wife of 
young Matt, and has borne two sons, Matt aad John. Sam M‘Koy has taken 
Barah Matt, and has by her Sam and M‘Koy. Kate M‘Koy is the wife of 
Arthur Matt, and they have cbildren, Arthur, Billy, and Joe. Dinah [Smith 
¥s the wife of Edward Mait by Teraura. She has a young son. 

j They have hogs and fowls, and are very diligent in cultivating the 
ground: they dress their food like the Taheitans, having no boilers. They 
make oloth, and cloathe themselves like the Taheitans, the man with the 
maco aod tibuta, the women with the paren and tibuta. They have sent 
away thelr still, the fruitful cause of 80 much mischief, in (he American that 
calied last; and they have obtained a boat from him, which greatly adds to 
their comfort. The women work hard in cultivating the ground, &c. This 
woman's hands are quite hard with work, They bave a place of worship, 
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and old Adam Smith officiates three times every sabbath. He prays ex- 
tempore, but does not read. Their ceremonies of marriage, baptism, and 
at funerals, are verysimple. It docs not appear that any of the people have 
learned to read. The first settlera discouraged the Taheitan language, 
and premoted the speaking English. This woman, however, can speak 
neither English nor Taheitan, bat a jumbie of both. They speak of,sceing 
two ships some years ago, which kept io the offing, and did not come near 
the island, except Master Folger as they call bim, and the two King’s ships; 
they have seen no ship till the American that brought away Jenny. Jenny 
says they would all like to come to Taheiti or Eimao. We were thinking 
that they would be a great acquisition at Opunohu, alongside of the sugar 
works, as they have beeti accustomed to Jabour, fur the Taheitans will not 
labour for apy payment.” 


Semale Sacrtfices, 
To the Editor of the Calcutta Journal. 





Sir, 

The perusal of the account of a Sutty at Chitpore, givenin your truly 
valuable Journal, under date of the 13th of August, created in me those 
feelings of horror which it must excite in the breast of every deing in hu- 
man form, and possessing the common sentiments of our patwre. They are 
feelings, however, which have often been ca'led forth upon similar oo~ 
casions; and innumerable instances could be adduced to prove, that the 
diabolical measures at the Sutty, mentioned by your Correspondent, 
“A SUBSCRIBER,” have been, and still frequently are, practised to 
compel the half inanimate victim to undergo this cruel sacrifice. 


The sanction to the Satty, it.is well known, is given by the British 
Government upon one of the fundamental principles by which they are 
guided in their administration of this country ; namely a free toleration in 
religious matters. But though Wisdom adopis that principle, she also calla 
both to the Legislative, and more especially to the Executive, part of Go- 
vernment, to prevent ap abuse thereof. Hamanity would willingly grasp 
at a wider ficld in this cause, were she not restrained by the principle of 
Goveroment abovementioned. That principle is tolerated, as it affects the 
Sacrifice of the Sutty, because that Sacrifice is sanctioned—rt is NoT. ENe« 
jJotneD!!—by the Conimentaries upon the sacred Law of the Hindoos. 


But though the practice be allowed in British Territory, is it not the im- 
perious duty of those entrusted with the lives of their subjects, to see, that 
they shall not be wantonly and unnaturally cast away, whilet the mind, 
which has to decide upon the awful and tremendous object before it, ia 
impaired, unnaturally perhaps, by intoxicating drugs; vaturally by the 
immediate previous loss of one of the dearest ties upon earih? In one of 
these states of mind, the poor victim is sure to ascend in most instances, 
too, is forced upon, the Faneral Pile! 


I know it can be urged, that the humane edicts of Government direct 
that the atmost freedom of action sbali be allowed to the poor votary; and 
that if desirous of retracting from ber first intention, that even atthe Pile 
she shall be allowed so todo. Bat who are tobe the judges of her wish 
ut that moment? The scene witnessed by “ A Susscaiser,” is an answer 
both to that question, and exhibits also the compassion which the miser- 
able wretch must expect from those judges,in the event of nature over- 
coming her intoxication, or infataated zeal! 


Were “ A Sunscrinen’s” relation even a solitary instance of such 
diabolical practices, it would cali for the minate attention of our Rulers ; 
but when those Rulers are told, that thoasandsof such instances could 
be established; sarely they will enter upon a consideration of these 
questions, “ Whether Policy requires the toleration of the Rite?” and 
if it does, “ Whether some means could not be adopted, without jn. 
fringing upon the principle of a free toleration, to prevent a poor femaie 
heing sacrificed at atime when her judgment is impaired by natural, or 
unnatural causes?” The Hindoo Law allows a widow, even at the last 
moment, to retract from her previous vow to immolate herself. It also 
says, that without sacrificing herself she shall, by a life of purity, enjoy 
endless bliss in another world. 

I humbly beg, Sir, to sabmit this Letter to the Public, through the 
medium of your independant Journal, which has, and will long, I trast, 
prove an uvacorrupted channel for free discussions, which have for their 
object the cause of Justice, of Liberty, and of Humanity by the developement 
of Truth. 

That era. thank God, has arrived, when disdaining the paltry arts of 
Tyranny and Despotism, a Ruler bas appearcd, who though possessed of 
almost sovereign sway, has had the magnaniaiity of soul to declare: “That 
itis salutary for Supreme Authority, even when it's intentions are most 
pure, to look to the control of Public Scrutiny ;” and that, “ That Govern- 
ment which has nothing to disguise, wields the most powerful instrament 
that can appertain to sovereign rule.” 

With these recorded sentiments before me, I hesitate not to hope, that 
this Letter will find a place in your Journal, and that it may possibly form, 
perhaps, an iota in those discussions in the cause ef humanity, the dawn 
of which bas so happily appeared. The vessel only requires to be put ia 
motion, and 1 gladly lend my hamble aid to that task :—To conduct her to

= T read a Letter in your Journal of to-day, signed Canvs, which I have 
no hesitation in pronoancing a most sensible production; and one well cal- 
culated to the attainment of the end he has in view; and which is to prevoat 
the intreduction of this Brevet Rank, which has of late attracted so consider: 
able a degree of attention. I mean to say, that sach is the above Writer's 
object, under the idea that the proposed plan would not be beneficial to Go- 
vernment, as in case it would, the Army he says (and very truly) would be 
the last to complain of its adoption. 

When you come to see the signature attached to this Letter, you will 
not I believe recollect it among those of your Correspondents who have bi- 
therto addressed you (or more properly the Public threugh you,) on this in- 
teresting topic; but notwithstanding this, I have all along bestowed a great 
share of attention upon it, and invariably perused with great care every line 
that has been written upon either side. I am decidedly against the intro- 
duction of Brevet Rank; because I view it as an arrangement which is not 
by auy means calculated to benefit either the Government or the Army in 
any degree, but which wiil certaialy injore the latter beyond measure. The 
Writer of the Letter above mentioned has, to my mind, demonstrated this 
very clearly, and so did most of the other gentlemen who wrote upon the 
same side; while the only two who advocated the Brevet Rank, have not 
proved a single benefit which is likely to result from its introduction, either 


ealculably beneficial—Cyenus has mentioned many such in his letter—but 
young officers and young men have likewise proved themselves most inva- 
luable servants; aod to their exertions, the successes of the old are often 
mainly owing—so that excluding the disparity between their years aud 
their rank, they will be found to have nearly equal claims to the applaase 
and gratitade of their country and employers. Our late Deputy Commissary 
General was one of the best informed officers in the army, and one who per- 
formed services for which he was to have been ultimately rewarded by Co- 
lonel Weguelin’s situation in opposition to an established rale—and vet he 
was only a Licutenant. Several of our political characters are no bigher 
than Captains and Subalterns, and many of the most brilliant and decisive 
affairs that occurred during the late glorious and arduows campaigus. were 
the performances of young men.

It is 
very wrong, Sir, to attribute, however distaatly, unworthy muiives to ano- 
ther, merely on account of his name, when no vther pact of his conduct leaves 
room for such suspicions. Lama great lover of moderation myself, and 
like to see an argument well and calmly conducte’, even upon the most 
trifling point; but in one of the above nature, in which maoy hundreds of 
people are deeply interested, and which may. probably attract the notice of 
some of our Honorable masters at home, such a characteristic should be 
above all discernible ; and every attempt to give it the appearance of a 
Party Question should be indignantly repelled, and should ev ea have the 
effect of exciting the suspicions of every temperately disposed individual 
against the person who makes it. 

I wish the discussion to continue as it has hitherto continued, and I did 
wish to remaia silent, atleast till | had beard botb sides of the Question fully 
discussed; but 1 considered myself bound to troable you in this instance, 
with a few observations of the above natare; because the allusious, which 
called them forth, appeared to me to have been very improperly introduced 
into Ceenus’s, otherwise excellent letter. As to the comparative merits of 
youth and age, which have been somewhat annecessarily brought forward, 
nolens volens, on this occasion, I think they had better be laid aside again,

Your Ait is certainly fair, and I make no doubt the statement con- 
tained in your Journal, of the 17th instant, is perfectly correct. My blun- 
der is most ridiculous, and I may observe with the honest Hibernian, when 
the roast mutton fell from the plate, that it isa complete lapsis lingua.

ag You have filled mach of your Journal, and (pardon my freedom) ex- 
hausted much of your readers’ patience by the insertion of long and repeat- 
od discussions concerning Vestry matters and Bievet Raok. If such Musi¢ 
be the food of Love, play on; but let there be a little variety in the tune j 
and if you have no objection, insert the following Question, whea you cad 
find room for it ia your colamns. It is more an object of individual curio- 
nity than of geveral importance ina practical point of view. Bat it may 
elicit a soand opinion, which will be aseful, or aa argument, which will be 
interesting. 

(A) the owner of a boat, which was worth about three hundred rupees; 
having taken on board of it some merchandize ia the Upper Provinces, 
proceeded with it to Calcutta, There, having disposed of his cargo, he was 
on his return, when about half way, his boat struck on a sand bank and could 
mot be extricated. He prosecuted bis journey by land, leaving (B)(bie servant) 
in charge of the boat, resolving to return when the river should rise, and 
enable him to bring it off. There happened to pass that way, about a month 
afterwards, a stranger (C) to whom (B) sold the boat for twenty rupees, and 
then absconded. (C) at great risk, trouble and expence, extricated the 
boat from ite perilous situation, and gave it a thorough repair. (A) 
the original owner retarned at the proper season in quest of his boat; 
bat found no vestige of it or of bis servant. (A) made a fruitless search 
for six months. In the mean time (C) the (the purchaser) bad carried 
it down to Calcutta, where it was hired by a family to convey them to 
some station, in the Upper Provinces, on the way to which place(A) fell in 
with it, and instantly claimed his property. The gentleman on board hear- 
ing the allegations of both parties viz. (A.) and (C) came to this conciusion. 
“The boat it is admitted by (C) was purchased by him in the state which 
4A) declares he left it. The boat puschased by (C) for twenty rupees is evident- 
ly worth three hundred rupees. These facts are primé facie evidence, that 
the boat belongs to (A) and that (() did not make a bond fide purchase. At all 
vents, gentlemen, 1 am not come here to decide questions of night; { wish 
to bé conveyed to my destination, and cannot consent to be detained pedente 
dite. Do you, Mr.(A,) who seem to have the stronger right, turn oat, (C’s) 
people and put in your own. Carry me to my journey’s ond and settle the 
question of proprietary right between yourselves, hereafier.” This award 
‘wae no doubt very natural under the circumstances of the dilemma, in which 
the arbitrator was placed. It wae submitted to by (C) who, I suppose, had 
no alternative; but by so doing, he peaceably gave up possession, which is | 
nine points of the law. (C,) however, insisted apon having a lien on the body 
of (A,) whom he conveyed to the nearest authority. 


Now it is obvioas, that (A,) having been admitted by (C) to be the owner, 
A, by the law of recaption or reprisal might legally claim and retake his 
property wherever he happened to find it; and that (C) having given up pos- 
session peaceably, could not be relieved by any summary process., This is 
the case. The Question followe. Is (C)to be left totally without remedy ? 
What remedy can he have by instituting a regular suit? and whom ie:he to 
sue? Thefraudulent vendor is not forthcoming, s0 he cannot recover from 
him, the original purchase money, which indeed is tiling when compared 
to the expence jnourred by him on the property subsequent to the purchase. 
Neither can he recover from the original owner the improvement of the 
sum Inid out upon it; for, accordiig to thé Mochummudan law, as well as 
the law of England, whatever improvement property hes undergone, the 
owner may seize it, in its new shape, if he can prove the identity of the ori- 
ginal materials; or rather, according to the Meobumaudan doctrine of ac- 
cession, if the improvements cannot be separated from the property without 
damaging it, the whole shall revert to the owncr in its improved state. In 
this case it is clear, that the repaire could not be separated from the boat 
itself, without materially damaging ot perhaps destroying it.

7 suet, that py errors way be comected rawker than Comsuredi’* 
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, . it may be said that the technicalitics of the English law are lost in ths 
fatitude of our-practice, and that (C)'would find his rethedy by institatine 
a suit in any of the Country Courts against A. This opération I shouid beg 
leave to deny. There are forms of law iathie 2s weil as in every other coun- 
ry, and thous h thereareno fictions and but few technicalities, yet every claim 
ust be specific, and the proceedings arising out of it atrictly and andevi- 
atingly regular. -- Where prescribed rules exist, thesc are and mast be scru< 
pulously adhered to. “The Kegulations, it is true, de not profess to point 
out the mode of pursuing a remedy for cach individuat civil injury. The 
Hindoo and Moobhumuradan codes are equally silent, I do not mean as ta 
the manner in which each question is to be decided, but (what is of more 
primary importance) how such questions are to be brought into our Courts, 
80 as to afford to right, a reasonable chance of success. In cases for whiok 
no specific provisions exist, our Judges here, are directed to guide themselves 
by Equity and good conscience. And where can we Gnd surer helpa when 
our consciences are unsatisfied, or our notions of Kquity unvetiled, than 
in precedent founded upon reason? Bat the law of England is the perfection 
of reason, and its principles must be followed by every one who is ambitions 
to dispense Justier. £ am not speaking of its rules established pro-re-nata 
which may have no adaptation to the ciscumstanees of this country, but 6f 
its general principles of jurisprudence. if then the law of England, that 
declares every wrong must have a remedy, has not provided an effectual 
mode of pursuing a remedy in a ease similar to this (which may oecur fre- 
quently and in every part of the world). I must conclodé that such a caso 
is not considered to involve a wreng, or to merit a remedy. 


But admitting the boasted latitade and freedom from technicalities of 
our Courts, I, for one, .am at a loss te imagine how a suit could be institat- 
ed by (C) against (A) in this instance, with any probability of success. He 
canoot sue him successfully to recover the purchase moncy. as (A) was nota 
party to, or conusant of that transaction, He cannot succeed by suing A. 
to recover the money laid out in repairs, for (A) might jostlv plead, that he 
was officious in iacorring those expences, or at leasi, that they were inour- 
red at his pleasure, subljeeting no other man to responsibiiity. This plea 
must be admitted, and there the edit would drop:') He cannot sue to recover 
the boat itself, for in that case issue would be tmmediately joined on the 
fact of proprietorship, and the Regulations will not safer him to, plead or 
give in evidence, any material circumstance foreign to the contents of his 
original plaint; or in other words, havingsued to eecover the property, he 
will pot be suffered to depart from bis original elaim and assert a right. to be 
reimbursed for the expences incurred in improving such property.

In no instance, however, is the leave to exceed Eight 
Months, which extended period is to be granted only to those Mew who, from the 
wistance they have to travel, may bave a claim to this particular indulgence.
